Reference is made to the attached memorandum 
concerning the request that the Liaison Section make 
inquiry at the State Department regarding the use of 
certain photographs obtained by the Bureau from the 
State Department in the trial of the above-mentioned 
subject. 

Mr. Roach discussed this matter with Mr. 

Donald L. Nicholson, Chief, Security Division, State 
Department, and after appropriate inquiry by Mr. 
Nicholson within the State Department, it was determined 
that there would be no objection the Bureau’s using 
the photograph it has of Mr. Semei^Semenov. It was 
also determined that the State Department will supply 
a State Department representative to introduce the 
photograph into evidence and who will be able to 
identify the form from which it was obtained and the 
official registration of Semenov as an official of 
the Amtorg Trading Corporation. In this regard, a 
subpoena for the State Department witness and the 
record should be directed to the Secretary of State, 
who will upon receipt of the subpoena, designate a 
person to testify. 

With reference to the identity of officials 
in the State Department who may know Semenov or who 
may have had past dealings with him, no information 
was obtained as Mr. Nicholson was tinable to determine 
from the record who may have known him.^j

I. State Deparhnent Passport Information 


Investigation at the Department of State reflected that a passport, 
nmber 203IO4, was issued to Abraham Brothman on ICay 5^ 1948* In his 
application ^rothnan stated he proposed to travel abroad for two months to 
visit England, France, Switzerland and India and would be leaving on Ifay 
12, 1948, by airplane. Brothman listed his mother as Essie Winter Brothman, 
born July, 1892$ his father as Hairy Brothman, bom September, 1888, at 
Sochasczrsw, Poland, and that his father immigrated to the Ikilted States 
in July, 1908. Brothnan also stated in this application that he had had 
no previous passport and that he married Naomi Uett on May 31, 1937, she 
having been bom in April, 1909, at Klshinow, Bussla*fC^ 

The passport application of Brothman was witnessed by Miriam 
Moskowitz. The files also contained a letter dated April 28, I948, 
indicating the purpose of Brothman* s visit to Switzerland was to conclude 
ceirtain business negotiations dealing with the sale of chemical processes. 
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Hla visit to London 9 Paris and ter India were also on b\is inass, according 
to this coBimunicatioD. Tbs passport fils contained a refusal notice 
dated February 17, 1949, which was placed in the file on the basis of 
adverse information in the possession of the House Cenmittee on Un-American 
Activities* 



The files of the State Departeent also xwflect that Hiriam 
Moskovitz was Issued passport nmber 2 O 3336 on Hay 6, 1948, for purposes 
of travel abroad with Brothman to assist him in certain business negotiations 

J. Files of House Cenmittee on Un-American Activities 


The files of the House Committee on Un-American Activities 
reflect that K* Hett sent greetings to the USSR on the 10th anniversary 
of the Russian revolution. According to the file, the source of this 
information was the "Daily Worker” published on November 10, 1927. Ihese 
files also reflected that Abraham Brothman was mentioned by Elizabeth 
T* Bentley in lists submitted to the Subcommittee of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee by orders dated Hay I 3 , 1949* Ihe list was headed "List of 
People Involved in Giving Information to the Soviet Goveroaent*" f
